The Wednesday morning session 
opened wit h prayer bj Mrs. Sch 
wii | ipecial requesl Hon. T 

B, Clement, president of the board 
of directors, then stepped to the 
platform and In a few well chosen 
words welcomed the delegates and 
expressed the pleasure which the 
board felt at having the graduates 
meet hei i, and extended to 

them Hie hospitality of the Institn 
•ion. lion Hudson Wilson fol 

lowed with ;i lew remarks In the 
same line, expressing his personal 



feeling oi* good will, as well ;is thai 
of the board. Both speakers were 
heartily applauded. 

Judge R. A. Mod was next called 
upon for a tew remarks, and in his 
usual happy strain alluded to the 
early days of the school and the 
long Bervioe of ihe directors and 
Dr. Noyes. In selecting officers 
the Board wanted the beat they 
eouiil get ; If the officers selected 
<liil their work well, they would 
Stay ; if not they would go. This 
had been the policy of the Board In 
the past and would be its policy In 

the future. Me then added some 

sound thoughts on the relation of 
language and knowledge. A man 
might talk fluently like s flowing 
river, and yet say nothing. I. an 

gunge in such a ease is of no value. 

Language is useful only to those 

who have worthy tl ghtS to ex 

press, therefore our lirsl aim should 

he to gel knowledge solid, sub- 
stantial knowledge and then Ian 
gQage will he useful in accordance 
wiih the amount or knowledge we 

possess. The address was Inter 

spersed with frequent Witticisms 
ami was much applauded. Mrs. A. 
N. Smith Interpreted lor the deaf, 
who thus received .'i verj clear idea 

ol' w ha! was said. 

Ne\l on Ihe programme was an 
address lo Dr. Noyes by Mr. A. R. 

Spear, in behalf of the association. 

He spoke of the Doctor's Long and 

faithful service and the esteem in 

e/hich he is held, not only in Min 
uesola lull throughout the country. 
I le referred to I he recent corona 

Hen of the Czar at Moscow, where 

Ihe people met lo honor a man 

who by the accident of birth is 
their ruler, lie said our gat hei 
Ing is not as large us the one at 
Moscow, nor will its proceedings 
he heralded over I hi' world ; never- 
theless ihe homage of this little 
gathering Is one of genuine love 

and respect, and the man we honor 
has earned it not by accident of 

birth hut by his own honest toil for 
thirty years. Finally in behalf of 

(he association, Mr. Spear asked 

the doctor and his faithful wife to 

accept as a Slight token of the es 

Ii i of his forrnir pupils a small 

gift which he hoped would be lo 
them a pleasant, reminder as long 

as God shall spare I hem. The pre 
sent was I hen brought in. 

Dr. Noyes, who knew nothing 
before hand if the mailer, was 

it l\ affected, but as the offli 

had anticipated this, a recess of 

fifteen minutes was taken to give 
opportunity for congratulations. 
The gift consisted of a handsomely 

carved leather upholstered couch 

and a set of eight dining loom 
chairs, costing #1 10, Ihe money for 

which was contributed by over two 

hundred deaf persons in Ihe Slate, 
mosl of I hem former pupils of |>r. 
Noyes.

A resolution was passed that in 

the appointment of teachers of the 
deaf, oiher things being equal, pre- 
ference should be given tO those 

familiar with the sign language and 
manual alphabet. 

The resolution in favor of com 

pulsory education of the deaf of the 
state declares that —

" Hrsnin </, Thai nnr law makers be urged 
to make laws b) which deaf children, whose 
parents or guardians through Ignorance, 
selfishness, Indifference, or other 
i in provide for their 
education, may be rescued from the mis 
fortune of growing up In Ignorance." 

Il is interesting to observe thai 
those deaf who have been to school 
arc very anxious lhal ol her deaf 
should have I he same privilege, and 
w lien they learn of a deaf child 
anywhere they will use every 
endeavor lo have it sent In school. 

A resolution was passed favoring 

a pension for IU-. Noyes, and a 

committee waa appointed to urge 

the matter before Ihe proper 
pari ies. 

The following was passed un- 
animously :

A resolution was passed asking 
lhal Ikie School for Ihe Deaf be 
taken oul of the control of Ihe 

stale r.oatd of Charities and Cor- 
rections', and placed on the same 
tooting as other cducal ional iiisl i - 
tut ions. 

This is as il should be. The 

deaf are subjects neither for char- 
ity nor correction. A great many 

| pie nil familiar with Ihe mailer 

have, a Vague idea lhal somehow 
Ihe deaf, Ihe feeble minded, and 
Ihe insane are more or less alike, 

and the fact ihai they arc together 
considered ai the meetings and in 

I he reports of boards of ('.and ('. 
lends color lo this notion, which in 
in i*n works great Injustice to the 

deaf In many ways in the elTorls lo 
win recognition, secure employ- 
ment, and participate in enter 

prises from which nol deafness but 
prejudice debars. Mr. Wright, ex 
president of Ihe National Confer 

enee of Charities and Corrections 

has publicly declared lhal Ihe deaf 
are mil property included in Ihe 
"defective classes," alone with 
criminals, paupers, and insane. 
The World's Congress' Auxiliary at 
Chicago, 1898, recognised thu fact 
that questions relating to the deaf 
properly belonged to the depart 

meat of education, and they were 
ihus classified on the programme 
and in the proceed I rigs throughout. 
It would be only a matter pf justice 

to place Ihe School for the Deaf 
where il belongs, with the 

educational Institution of Ihe 

Stale. 

Resolutions of thanks were 

passed lo Ihe Hoard of Directors 

for its hospitality and hearty wel 

come ; to I he malron and her a- 
lants lor Ihe excellent provisions 
made for the comforts of those ai 
tending ; and to the retiring offi- 
cers of the Association for their 
able conduct of its affairs. Thanks 

lo others were proposed but the 
point was made and sustained thai 
Ihe honor of public acknow led 
meni should noi be weakened by 
extending it Indiscriminately right 
and left, bid according il only lo 
I hose who had specially earned it. 
A proposition was considered to 
stall a permanent fund for the re 
lief of nged and infirm or needy 
deal people, and a committee up 
pointed to formulate a plan and re 
port io the next convention two 
hence. 

The project of ha\ Ing a 1 1 

missionary moral and 

religious instruction t«> the adult 
deaf scattered over the State was 

discussed, and a com mil tee ap 
pointed to consider ways and 
means, ami report at the next 
Ing.

Our readers know a good deal 
already aboul this effort in China 
to roach llio Doat and Dumb, and 
prove to their friends that they can 
be educated and be made useful 
and often clever members of so- 
ciety. Wo hope all who know of 
this School feel deeply interested 
in iis work and success, for we 
innsi all help. Wo have related 
before how Dr. Charles Mills 
(nearlj to years in China in con- 
uection with the Presbyterian 
Church of America) having a Deaf 
and Dumb son. himself, was 
naturally draw n towards llio Deal 
of China, and longed to do some- 
thin); for them ; how ho patiently 
taught his own hoy till he was ten 
old, and could ask and an- 
swer simple questions in writing, 
and then taking him to the Roches- 
ter School for the Deaf in America 
he awakened inleiesl there in 
Chinese Children, and promised on 
his return to be on the look-out for 
some Deaf children for the Roches- 
ter Missionary Society to support. 
Miss Thompson, a trained teacher 
ai Rochester, married Dr. Mills 
in 1886, and returned with him to 
China. As soon as Mrs. Mills 
red the language the School 
work began. When Dr. Mills 
travelled through the villages he 
asked at the close of his meetings, 
are there any Deaf children here; 
Several parents wort prevailed up- 
on to send their children, and the 
school, beginning with two, In- 
ed to eleven. Dr. Mills gave 
pari of his private grounds for the 
school building, and saw that the 
boys and their teacher wanted for 
nothing -for Mrs. Mills had com- 
menced the training of a native 
teacher. The Missionary Soc e j 
with which they were connecter 
could not use its funds to help u.e 
They were entirely depen- 
dent on the Little Societj in 

Vmerica started by the Deal oi 
that country, and on the kindness 
ami generosity <>l Dr. Mills, and i 

ow n Hive Christians.

In her letter, Mrs. Mills Says,

or America, willing and able U 
ip il i , w« rk which Is destin- 
ed to become so great, laying tin 
foundation for schools all over tins 

vast empire. " Wo cannot expect 

local or Government support as in 
India.- yet there have boon con 
tri buttons from Chinese people, 
and in time these would im 
as the results conic under theii 
mil ice. Wo feel sure there ar< 
many with means at their command 
who would help if they under- 
stood the need, and the inability of 
and existing Missionary Society i< 
take up the cause of the Deaf and 
Dumb. 

Wo commend this work to ihe 
missionaries and workers among 
the Deaf and Dumb at home; let 
us speak of it often, both to the 
Deaf and their friends ; let us help 
by our prayers and contributions, 
and soon with God's blessing we 

shall see the work in China set on 
a firm footing like that of India.
